In view of the request for consideration submitted on 10/30/2004 the following Advisory 
Office Action is issued. 

The paper submitted by the applicant on 10/30/2004 will be entered since it does not 
incorporate any new matter or any new issues for consideration. The applicants' request for 
reconsideration has been carefully reviewed and discussed with the applicant's representative in 
an interview conducted on April 7, 2004. 

During the interview the examiner indicated that the prior art of record does teach every 
aspect of the present invention, and renders obvious use of every type of monomer required by 
the present invention. The examiner also indicated that pursuing composition claim and generic 
container claims does not distinguish the present invention over the prior art of record. The prior 
art of record also discloses making containers such as bottles from the composition disclosed 
therein. 

During the interview the examiner also indicated that the prior art of record does not 
specifically discusses hot-fill container, which could be a more promising way to distinguish 
from the prior art of record. 

On 4/12/2004, the applicant's representative contacted the examiner of record and said 
that the hot-fill container claims would be submitted in the IDS and reserved right to file 
continuation that would claim composition.
